‘Supreme Court Sustains Rail- 
road’s Demurrer in Test Suit 
Involving $24,000,000 


BARKER IS REBUKED 


Opinion Declares Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s Harrangue in Brief Had 
No Place in Case. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 29.—The Mis- 
gouri Supreme Court en banc today de- 
nied the right of Attorney-General Bar- 
ker to sue railorads to compel them to 
refund all moneys collected by them 
from passengers and shippers, during 
the pendency of the McPherson .wyunc- 
tion, in excess of the amounc aiitnorized 
by’ the 
freight laws. The decision will throw 
cut of courts the suits against 12 trunk 
Iines to recover $24,000,000. 

The opinion, written by Judge Graves, 
rebuked the Attorney-General for the 
sensational brief which he filed in the 
case, and copies of which he gave to 
newspapers. Referring to the Attorney- 
General’s brief, Judge Graves wrote: 

“Questions of law which are at issue 
are the only things in which the courts 
are interested, and harangues in which 
popular prejudice is sought, have no 
place here. Some briefs in this case 
umply justify these remarks. We shali 
not be personal (and therefore designate 
no briefs), but the one upon which the 
shoe fits will recognize the justness of 
these observations. We pass now to 
the merits of the case.”’ 

“No Place for Theorists.” 

“We have theorists,’’ Judge Graves 
continued, “who imagine that property 
rights should be swept away by popular 
clamor, much of which clamor is of 
their own creation. This is a case for 
the seasoned doctrines of the iaw. The 
doctrines of theorists have no place in 
a case where life, limb or property is 
a stake.’ 

The Supreme Court's decision was 
handed down in the Chicago & Alton 
¢ase, one of the 12 suits which Attorney- 
General Barker filed against trunk lines 
ehortly after the United States Supreme 
Court, about a year ago, upheld the 
constitutionality of the 2-cent fare in 
Missouri. Circuit Judge Samuel Davis 
of Marshall, Mo., hac sustained a de- 
murrer filed by the Chicago & Alton. 
Several’ other Circuit Judges sustained 
similar demurrers in other suits, and 
Barker appealed the Chicago & Alton 
case to the Supreme Court in the belief 
that it was the strongest of ail 12 
cases. 

The railroads, after the Missouri 
Legislature passed a 2-cent-fare law in 
1907, obtained an injunction from Fed- 
eral Judge Smith McPherson. The 
State carried the case to the United 
States Supreme Court and won. Dur- 
ing the pendency of the injunction the 


railroads charged rates in excess of 2} 


cents a mile, and in excess of the stipu- 
lated maximum freight rates. 

In the case decided here today the 
principal question involved was whether 
Barker, as Attorney-General, had a 
right to bring a suit on behalf of indi- 
vidual shippers and passengers to re- 
cover a civil liability on the part of the 
railroads. The Supreme Court holds 
that he had no such right. 

Judge Bond Dissented. 

In the opinion, which was concurred 
in by all members of the Court except 
Judge Bond, who dissented, the Supreme 
Court holds that the Attorney-General 
has no right to use the time and money 
of all the taxpayers to bring suits for 
certain private individuals. 

Another question involved was the 
$10,000 bond, which the Federal 
Court required of the railroads when 
they enjoined the enforcement of the 
8-cent rate law, covers their full 
measure of liability. The Supreme 
Court suggests that the Attorney- 
General investigate the law on this 
point and then file a saparate suit to 
recover the amount of overcharges 
which the State, itself, paid the rail- 
roads while the litigation of the new 
rate law was pending. 

The Supreme Court does not hold that 
private shippers or passengers may re- 
cover overcharges if they bring individ- 
ual suits; neither does it hold that they 
That question is left 
for determination upon such suits when 
they are brought. 


Attorney-General Barker filed suit 
against each trunk line for a blanket 
Sum of $2,000,000, on the theory that the 
courts would allow the State to investi- 
Kate the railroad books to determine 
exactly what overcharges had been made 
during the litigation.

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AUTO HEARSE FROM CHUGGING 


SJurymen and Deputy Finally Have to 
Push Machine Away to 
Please Clark. 

Judge Ben Clark of the Court of 
Criminal Correction was irritable this 
morning. An automobile engine was 
running in the court vard of the Mu- 
nicipal Courts building. Judge Clark 
frowned at the chugging of the engine. 
He ordered the sheriff to go out and 
bring in the operator of the automobile.

GERMANS USE BURNING FLUID 
TO MELT WIRE BARRIERS 


Entanglements on Warsaw “Front 
Thus Mowed Down as With a 
Scythe. 

WARSAW, June 99.—The use of burn- 
ing fluids by the Germans on this front 
is apparently restricted to the purpose 
of melting down barb-wire entangle- 
ments, for which this method is effi- 

cacious. 

The equipment consists of a metai 
cylinder filled with a mixture of benzire 
and kerosene.at a pressure of 75 pounds 
to the inch. A turn of the hdndle lib- 
erates a jet of burning fluid 15 feet in 
length, which fuses a path through the 
entanglements, cutting down all wire 
obstruction as with a scythe.

Were Cheered Upon Their Re- 
turn and “It Was Good 
to Hear.”

LONDON, June 29.—The Chronicte 
publishes the following account, by one 
of the crew, of the exploit of the Brit- 
ish submarine Ell, for which Lieuten- | 
ant-Commander Nasmith received the 
Victoria Cross and each of his men the 
distinguished service medal: 

“We left Imbrop one morning about 
3 and steamed toward the Dardanelle:, 
and dived as day was breaking, and— 


well, got through the narrows O K, ar- 
rived on the other side and saw two 
battleships. We were getting ready to 
torpedo one of ‘em when they spotted 
us, opened fire on us and nipped, bunkeld 
and ran away. 

‘“‘We then journeyed on for a mile or 
two and then went to. the bottom and 
rested until about 8 p. m.,. when we 
came up. It was dusk; so we looked 
around. Nothing in sight. We broke 
the surface and entered the Sea of 
Marmora and bumped around for a few 
days without sighting a thing until 
Sunday morning, when we were diving 
outside of Constantinople and saw a 
big gunboat, and at 6:25 a. m. we gave 
her a ‘tin fish.’ By 6:30 a. m. she was 
no more; but before she sank, while 
she was listing over, they opened fire on 
us. The second shot hit our periscope 
and ‘done it in.’ That gunner must 
have ween a cool card, eh? 

Yankee Correspondent Tried to Bluff. 

“On Monday we sighted a steamer, 
came to the surface alongside her and 
‘told her to stop. She stopped, and the 
men were so anxious to get clear thut 
one boat capsized. No lives were lost. 


There was a Yankee correspondent 
aboard who tried to bluff; no good, 
though, .’cos an officer and two men 
boarded her and discovered she had a 
six-inch gun, several gun mountings and 
15-inch ammunition aboard. So we blew 
her up. 

““A few minutes after we sighted an- 
other steamer and told her to stop. She 
wouldn't. We chased her into the har- 
bor and when she was’ securing along- 
side a pier we torpedoed her. 


**Soon after we sighted another 
steamer and chased her till she ran 
ashore. We were about to board her 


when some cavalry came up and opened 
fire. We replied and dropped a few, 
and then dived and torpedoed the ship. 

‘“‘Next day (Tuesday) our skipper de- 
cided on entering Constantinople. To 
make a long story short, we got into 
the harbor without mishap and fired 
two torpedoes, one of which sank a 
transport loaded with troops, and the 
other exploded on shore somewhere. We 
learned afterward that it caused some 
panic. The troops refused to go on an- 
other transport, the shops closed and 
people ran up the hills—in fact, it 
caused uproar for a time. 


“Banged the First and Biggest One.” 
“The following 


Friday morning we 
saw five transports escorted by de- 
stroyers. We banged the first and 


biggest one, which sank in about three 
minutes. 

‘““A few days later we went back to 
our old corner, where we sank those 
other three and caught a supply ship 
napping. 

“A few days after we torpedoed a 
German transport, and then we got no 
more blood for a time until last Mon- 
day morning. On our way back, just 
before entering the Narrows, we sank 
another transport. 
well smack. 

“When we broke surface that even- 


That was our fare- 


ing we found a mine hanging over 
our bows. We chucked it off as quick- 
ly as possible, when our escort came 
up, gave 


us three cheers and off we 
went. . 


“When we entered the harbor it was 


dark. Had it been daylight the Ad- 
mira] would have made us steam round | 
the fleet. All the ships we passed as 
we were making for the Adamant | 
cheered us.. The Adamant, although the | 
smallest ship of ‘em all, gave us the 
best cheers. It was good to hear it 
and to know that we had at last doné 
something worthy of praise.’’

WIFE;-RAN HIS BUSINESS 


Eads Avenue Man Attained Rank 
of Captain in Spanish- 
American War.

BERLIN, via London, June 2.—The 
name of First Lieut. Heinrich von 


Heinrichshofen of St. Louis, Mo., killed 
May 13, is contained in the latest Ger- 
man casualty lists. 


Von Heinrichshofen Family Had Offi- 
cern in German Army for 
200 Years. 

Lieut. von Heinrichshoten, who lived 
with his wife at 2624 Eads avenue, 
came of a family which has had officers 
in the German army for 200 years, and 
when there was war, either in his ha- 
tive land or the land of his adoption, he 
could not content himself with the pur- 
suits of peace. 

At the beginning of the Spanish- 
American war he organized a company 
of St. Louisans and offered to lead them 
against the Spaniards. His offer could 
not be accepted, but he and most of the 
members of his company enlisted in the 
Missouri volunteers. He had been a 
Lieutenant in the German army. He 
was made a Captain in the American 
Volunteer Army. 

When the European war began he had 
an insurance office at 317 Chestnut 
street. He told his wife he would rath- 
er die for the fatherland than live a 
coward. She tried to dissuade him from 
going back to Germany and thought 
she had succeeded. Then he announced 
that he had to go to Chicago on busi- 
ness and would be gone some time. 

Post Cards Sent by a Friend. 

He went away and at intervals his 
wife received post cards from Chicago 
which she supposed had been sent by 
her husband. Finally a letter came 
from him, written in Germany, inform- 
ing her that he had entered the army 
and hoped sccn to be sent to the front. 
The post cards she had received had 
been written in advance by her husband 
and mailed by a friend, by request. 

He had sailed from New York Oet. 10 
and had made his way. through England 
and Holland to Germany. He went into 
the service with the rank of Lieutenant 
and won promotion to First Lieutenant. 
In letters to his wife he told of having 
been in the first and second trenches 
almost continuously for 46 days. 

On March 9 he was presented with the 
iron cross for bravery, the coveted prize 
of the German soldier. He wrote of 
this to his wife but did not tell her 
what specific act of bravery he had 
performed. He also sent to her photo- 
graphs of himself and members of his 
company and drawings of the trenches 
and underground shelters. 

Hopes It Is a Mistake. 

The first information of her husband’s 
death was conveyed to Mrs. von Hein- 
r:chshofen by the Post-Dispatch, through 
Oscar J. Wendt, employed in her hus- 
band’s insurance business, which she 
has conducted since he went away. Her 
grief over the news was tempered by 
the consciousness that it was the kind 
of death her husband would have 
chosen. 

But Mrs. von Heinrichshofen is hope- 
ful that the cablegram is incorrect. 
There would at least seem ti be an er- 
ror in the date on which he is reported 
to have been killed, since his wife re- 
ceived a letter dated May 16, three days 
later than the date of death given in 
the cablegram. This letter informed her 
that he was about to lead his men in a 
charge from the trenches south of Ar- 
ras, and closed with “God bless you. 
Hurrah!” 

She thinks that she would have re- 
ceived information, if he had keen killed, 
from his relatives in Germany, with 
whom he was in communication. She 
has received a letter from a brother of 
her husband, dated May 29, in whici 
she was informed that a letter had 
received from her husband and 
that he had stated in it that he had sent 
her a letter a few davs before. She has 
heard from her husband every week, in 
spite of the difficulties of communica- 
tion It requires about a month for a 
letter to reach St. Louis from. Ger- 
many. 

Von Heinrichshofen came to St. Louis 
in 1892 and before engaging in the in- 
surance business was employed for a 
time in the engineering department at 
the city hall. He was 49 years old and 
had been married three times. He was 
active in Turnverein circles.

Bernstorff’s Emissary Convinced 
Germany and America Mis- 
understand Each Other. 


BERLIN, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—Dr. Anton Meyer-Gerhard, the 
attache of the German Colonial Office, 
who was sent from the United States to 
Berlin by the German Ambassador, 
Count von Bernstorff, to explain the 
views of the United States regarding the 
Lusitania case, published an article in 
Der Tag today on “Germany and Amer- 
ica,”’ in which he says his expericnces 
convinced him that both countries mis- 
understood each other. 

“It is true,’’ says Dr. Meyer Gerhard 
in his article, “that the American press, 
laudable exceptions, espe- 
cially the German-American papers. 
have not succeeded in remaining neu- 
tral, but the influence of the press upon 
public opinion is sometimes = greatly 
overestimated. Doubtless large sections 
of the American people are friendly 
towards Germany, whose efficient or- 
ganization is daily winning new friends 
and arousing interest in things Ger- 
man. 

“One excellent effect of the war is 
upon German-Americans, who, without 
sacrifice of their loyalty to their adopt- 
ed country, have shown strong remem- 
brance of their descent, their education 
and their culture. Beside them. on the 
other side of the ocean, there are wide 
circles who sympathize with Germany.”

“Germans often mistake large ammu- 
nition orders for filled orders. To a 
large extent such orders are changing 
big factories into ammunition works. 
This is regrettable, but the writer is 
convinced that large parts of the Amer- 
ican people disapprove of it.

ZAPATA REPORTED 
T0 BE PREPARING 
T0 LEAVE CAPITAL 


Archives Said to Have Been Re- 
moved and Trains to Be 
Ready for Troops. 


GALVESTON, Tex., June 29.—A report 
that the Zapata Government archives 
had been removed from Mexico City to 
Cuernavaca and that trains for the 
transportation of troops from the capi- 
tal were being held in readiness, was 
brought to the headquarters of Gen. 
Pablo Gonzales, the Carranza command- 
er, by Americans yesterday, according 
to information reaching the Constitu- 
tionalist Consul here today. 

It also was said that a committee of 
foreign diplomats was arranging with 
the Zapatistas for the protection of pri- 
vate property during the evacuation of 
the city. 

The dispatch from Vera Cruz added 
that Gonzales’ forces continued to en- 
gage the Zapata troops in the suburbs 
of the capital. 


Gonzales Delaying Attack to Avoid 
Battle Within the City. 
WASHINGTON, June 2.—Gen. Car- 
ranza telegraphed his agency here to- 
day that further attack on Mexico City 
was being delayed while Gen. Gonzales 
was trying to make arrangements to 

avoid a battle within the city itself. 

The diplomatic corps in Mexico City, 
the dispatch stated,. was taking steps 
to protect the noncombatants of all 
nationalities in the event of fighting 
within the city itself and the Zapata 
forces were reported to have sent their 
archives to Cuernavaca. 

The telegram was the first confirma- 
tion from Carranza sources of the de- 
feat of Gen. Gonzales by the Zapata 
forces in the first attack. 


DOCTOR NOT TO BLAME IN 


Coroner Returns Verdict of Acci- 
dent in Thurmon Case, Exon- 
erates Dr. G. O. Wilhixe. 

A verdict of accident was returned by 
the Coroner today after an inquest in 
the case of Blanche Thurmon, 5 years 
old, a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. E. G. 
Thurmon of 4223A Cozens avenue, who 
died of tetanus Saturday in the city 

hospital. 

The child had been slightly cut upon 
the left knee June 18, by a toy rake, in 
the hands of her brother, Edwin, 4 years 
old. Her mother placed liniment on 
the wound, and three days later took 
the child to Dr. G. O. Wilhite of 4358 
Baston avenue. 


Dr. Whilhite testified the wound was 


inflamed and the knee stiff. He put on 
a bichloride dressing. Next day the 


child felt better and Dr. Wilhite punc- 
tured blisters which he had predicted 
would form on the wound from mixed 
medicines. He put on a sterile bandage 
and told the parents to bring the child 
back if she did not improve. 
the father a day or two later and was 
told the child was progressing nicely. A 
short time later the child developed 
lockjaw and was sent to the hospital 
by Dr. Wilhite. 

Coroner Padberg said Dr. Wilhite had 
treated the case as any physician would 


and absolved him from any blame. He 
declared anti-tetanic serum, if admin- 
istered, would have prevented death, but 


said it was not administered on ap- 
parently slight wounds because it cost 
about $2.50.

Pontiff’s Ideas Must Be Sought 
in Official Documents, Os- 
, servatore Romano Declares. 


ROME, June 29.—The Osservatore 
Romano, the official organ of the Vati- 
can, publishing the statement made by 
Cardinal Pietro Gasparri, Papal Secre- 


tary of State, in which he declared Pope 
Benedict was misquoted in the published 
interview obtained from him last wees 
by Louis Latapie, a member of the staff 
of the Paris La Liberte, makes this com. 
ment: 

“From this interview it follows thal 
the ideas of the Pope must be sought 
again in official pontifical documents 
and not in words never uttered, but 
which were attributed to the Pontiff and 
which were reproduced with fantastic 
interpretation in the newspapers with- 
out respect for the august dignity of the 
Pope. 

“Additional evidence of this lack of 
respect is found in the discussion of the 
letter from the Pope to Prince von Bue. 
low. An effort has been made to give it 
political character and _ significance, 
whereas it was a private letter replying 
to Prince von Buelow, who, unable to 
visit the Vatican, believed it well to 
write the Pope to take leave of him and 
ask his benediction for the Princess. At- 
tempts are being made to contort this 
letter into a political document-and the 
newspapers even ask its publication 
without regard to the Pope.” 


Cardinal von Hartmann, Archbishop 
of Cologne, and Cardinal von Bettinger, 
Archbishop of Munich, have addressed 
the Pope, strongly protesting against a 
publication which has appeared in Paris 
under the title of ‘“‘War and Catholi- 
cism."’ This publication was compiled 
by Mons. Baudrillart, rector of the 
Catholic Institute of Paris, with an 
introduction by Cardinal Amette, Arch- 
bishop of Paris, and relates to alleged 


German atrocities, chiefly against the 
church. 
Cardinals von Hartmann and Von 


Bettinger deny that such atrocities ever 
occurred, and declare that Cardinal 
Mercier was never imprisoned, as as- 
serted in the article in question, and 
their statement says: 

“Tf the French and Belgian clergy 


continue such a campaign, they will 
force the German Catholic clergy to 
have recourse to reprisals, giving the 


world an unedifying spectacle of Chris- 
tian brotherhood.”

PRINCE TIRES OF 
BEING ANVIL, WANTS 
10 BE HANMER 


“My Job Has Been to Hold Out,”’ 


Correspondent. 


HEADQUARTERS OF THE CROWN 
’RINCE OF BAVARIA’'S ARMY, June 
v2, via The Hague.—‘‘I should say that 
the French had used between 3,000,000 
and 4,000,000 shells in their offensive 
against my army in about six weeks. 
The latter figure is probably nearer 
right, though it is rather difficult to es- 
timate with accuracy. I should say, 
though that the French artillery fired 
an average of nearly 100,000 shells a day. 
Our observations as checked up indicate 
that the French official report was 
correct in stating that their gunners 
fired 300,000 shells in a single day, which 
was the high-water mark of artillery 
work out here.”’ 

This was one of many interesting 
things which Crown Prince Rupprecht, 
the “anvil in the West,’’ told me during 
dinner and a subsequent walk of an 
hour in the Italian garden of his head- 
quarters. 

The news of the fall of Lemberg ar- 
rived while we were at table, but it 
troduced no emotional excitement or 
enthusiasm, for the Germans had 
thought the stronghold would soon fall 
as a matter of course. The news did 
move the Crown Prince, however, to 
express a whimsical wish that he, too, 
was in the East, helping to smash the 
retreating Russians with Bavarian 
sledge-hammer blows. 


*“} Am Only the Anvil.” 
“They are the hammer in the East,” 


he said. ‘‘Here I am only the anvil. My 
job has been to hold out.” 
He left no doubt in my mind, how- 


ever, that he was eagerly biding the 
time when he could exchange the role 
of an anvil for that of hammer and 
give the allies hard offensive blows 
instead of stopping them. 

He spoke with quiet pride of the great 
bravery and devotion of his troops 
and told something of what it meant 
to stop overpowering masses, launched 
against them and back up by the fire of 
artillery with an apparently inexhausti- 
tle supply of ammunition. 

“One of my regiments was exposed 
to a murderous and concentrated fire 
for a week, 35,777 shells falling on 


them on the last day,” he said “But 
the skeleton regiment held and 
turned back the attack.” 

The Crown Prince tactifully. re- 


frained from discussing the question 
of American ammunition until I 
asked him whether he agreed with 
the opinion expressed by his chief of 
etaff and voiced also by several Gen- 
erals and staff officers at 
the front that the war would have been 
been ended long ago if it had not been 
for American ammunition. 

He hesitated an instant. He said 
that they had spotted a good deal of 
American ammunition and it ex- 
plained to his mind the French artil- 
lery’s ability to shoot off such stag- 
gering quantities.

Portable Structures to Be for 
Use of Dwellers in the 
St. Regis Apartments. 


A plan to erect seven smal! automo- 
bile garages on a iot at King’s highway 
and Lindell boulevard, just west of the 
St. Regis Apartments and directly op- 
posite the main entrance to Forest Park. 
has aroused the opposition of persons 
living in the neighborhood. 

The garages will be under the windows 
of the Buckingham Hotel dining roon: 
T. J. Darcey, manager of the Bucking- 
ham, told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
they would spoil the view of Lindel! 
boulevard ane of the Forest Park en- 
trance and that their presence and use 
so near to the hotel might be a seriovs 
annoyance to his guests who have rooms 
on the north side of the hotel. 

Claude E. Vrooman, principal owner 
St. Regis Apartments, conceived 
the plan of building the garages for the 
use of dwellers in the St. Regis. He 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter he had 
not heard of any opposition to the 
garages and that he intended to install 
them as quickly as possible. 

Shrubbery Expected to Hide Them. 

The lot, extending about 100 feet west 
of the St. Regis Apartments and run- 
ning to King’s highway, has been plant- 
ed with small trees and shrubs, convert- 
ing it into a small park. 

“The garages will not be visible from 
Lindell boulevard or from King’s high- 
way,’ said Vrooman. ‘The shrubs and 
trees will hide them from view from 
the north and the west. The Bucking- 
ham Hotel building also will help con- 
ceal them on the King’s highway side. 

“I am putting up the garages at ths 
request of individual tenants in the St. 
Regis, who will pay the building ex 
penses for five of them. It was my 
original plan to build only five, but 1 
probably will add two more at my owr 
expense, for the benefit of other tenants 
who may wish to use them. They will 
be small portable garages.”’ 

Work of Excavation Begun. 

The work of excavation for the ga- 
rages already has been begun. They 
ere to be at the rear of the lot, ex- 
tending from the west wall of the St. 
Regis Building to a point about 60 feet 
from King’s highway. They will face 
an alley between the lot and the Buck- 
inghom Hotel to the soutn. 

“T am sure that 15 or 20 of my guests 
will seriously object to the garages be- 
ing built so near to the hotel and in 
plain view from the entrance to Forest 
Park,’’ said Manager Darcey of the 
Buckingham. ‘“‘The shrubbery will only 
partly screen them from tne street and 
they will be in plain view from the win- 
dow of the Buckingham dining room. 
Aside from the unsightliness of the ga- 
rages, they will be an added inconven- 
lence, aS machines will be driving ‘n 
and out of them at all hours of the 
night.”’

Lowest Bid Is $1,017,550, While 
City Engineers Figured Cost 
at $960,000. 


Bids for steel for the eastern high- 
way and railroad approaches to the 
free bridge, opened this afternoon by 
the Board of Public Service, disclosed 
that even at the lowest bid the steel 
will cost the city $57,550 more than city 
engineers had estimated.

TALKS OF ROCKEFELLERS 


Statute of Limitations Is Pleaded 
by Defense in Addition to 
Rightful Possesssion. 


Declares They Are Victims of 
System That Is Grinding

H. Clay Pierce, millionaire oil mag- 


nate, sat in Circuit Judge Kinsey’s c@urt 
° yesterday and complained of the heat 
and.flies as testimony was introduced 


in the suit of the National Bank of 
Commerce to recover $1,500,000 worth of 
Nashville Terminal Co. stock from him. 
Once, when his attorney, F. N. Judson, 
asked him if he could find a place 
where he could hear, Pierce replied there 
was no use trying, on account of the 
noise outside and the heat inside. Then 
he swatted a fly. His son-in-law, Eben 
Richards, a New York attorney, sat 
beside him and remarked that the 
weather was about as “sticky’”’ as he 
cared to experience. 

Conditions in the courtroom wére more 
comfortable today. It was much cooler 
and the flies did not seem to bother 
Pierce, but he became restiess whea the 
noon hour passed and court was still 
in session. The morning hearing was 
not concluded until 12:45. 

Last Saw the Stock in 1904. 

W. B. Cowan, a vice president of the 
Bank of Commerce, testified that he 
last saw the Nashville Terminal stock 
in the bank vaults in October, 1904, and 
that he did not know héw or when it 
was taken from the bank. The «reater 
part of the session was Jevoted to intro- 
ducing documentary evidence. 

The suit against Pie.ce was filed by 
the bank in April, 1913. It is alleged he 
has in his possession the entire issue of 
capital stock of the terminal company, 
amounting to 19,000 shares, which had 
been pledged with the bank for a loan, 
and refused to surrender the security. 

The stock had been pledged by the 
Tennessee Construction Co., which was 
organized to build the Tennessee Cen- 
tral Railroad, which enterprise proved 
a costly venture for several St. Louis- 
ans, including Pierce. The security got 
away from the bank while the late °. 
Cc. Van Blarcom was president of the 
institution. 

Ben F. Edwards, now president of 
the Central Nationa! Bank, who suc- 
ceeded Van Blarcom as president of 
the Bank of Commerce, testified that 
the collateral was with the bank as late 
as July, 1906. 

“Some time later we discovered we 
didn’t have the stock in our posses- 
sion,’ he added. Judge Kinsey wanted 
to know how the bank knew Pierce 
had the collateral. The witness an- 
swered that the information was ob- 
tained from a New York trust com- 
pany. 

George L. Edwards, attorney for 
the bank, in his opening statement, 
- told the court the receipt for the 
deposit of the stock ran in the name 
of the Tennessee Construction Co., 
per Joseph W. Bailey, who was United 
States Senator from Texas. The re- 
ceipt fell into the hands of a new 
management of the company and in 
this way Pierce got possession of the 
stock, the attorney said: 

Statute of Limitations Pleaded. 

According to the attorney.the banx 
tried to get Pierce to surrender the 
preperty without a suit as litigation be- 
tween him and the bank was net want- 
ed on account of his being one of the 
bank's directors and a. stockholder. 
However, Pierce claimed he was right- 
fully in possession of the stock and, 
after waiting a long time, the bank was 
forced to bring suit, the attorney stat- 
ed. 

The answer of Pierce pleads the stat- 
ute of limitations to the “alleged cause 
of action.” The defense at the outset 
of the trial made no statement as to 
what it expected to prove, but Pierce, in 
a deposition, testified that the collateral] 
belonging to him, since he had advanced 
the money for it. The trial was re- 
sumed today. 

Other lawyers for the bank are Ed- 
ward d’Arcy and former Judge W. W. 
Williams of Boonville, Mo. Pierce is 
represented by the firms of Judson, 
Green & Henry and Fordyce, Holliday

Apologizes for Sleeping Late. 

She apologized for sleeping so late, 
blaming the rainy morning. Per- 
haps I had caught Mother Jones at a 
disadvantage to her, but many a 
younger, more delicately cared for 
woman would have envied her one test 
as she stood it. 

A complexion as pink as a baby’s, a 
wealth of silver-white hair, and teeth 
(and this personality is to be pardoned 
since for one of her age the fact merits 
recording) small, even and all her own— 
were the daylight’s bald revelation. 

As she busied herself with my rain- 
coat and asked if I had got my. feet 
wet, certainly she did not seem like a 
woman who would steal a Gatling gun, 
yet that is another of the crimes for 
which she has been indicted. 

Had I caught Mother Jones off guard? 
I don’t think so. 

She doesn’t leave off her motherliness 
altogether when she talks of: the vast 
end bloody wars she has engaged in, 
nor in the roughest mining camp nor 
among the powerful men with whom 
she has matched wits when she has been 
called to Washington to take part in 
Congressional investigations. 

It was with an air of maternal indulg- 
ence that she referred to John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr. anad her famous meeting with 
him. 

“He is one of the masters of the sys- 
tem which is leading us, not to feudal- 
ism but to absolutism. But he is a vic- 
tim of the system himself. 

“He was a young man who really 
wanted to be informed and I informed 
Mim about conditions in Colorado so 
far as his courtesy in inviting me under 
his own roof would permit. He prom- 
isea me in good faith that he would go 
te Colorado and see for himself. He 
tias not gdéne yet. Perhaps the death of 
his mother and father-in-law have de- 
tained him. But if he does go what can 
he learn or feel of the actual wants of 
the people. He can have no more con- 
ception of poverty and its misery than 
I can of the ownership of great piles of 
wealth. And if he does go he is sur- 
rounded by a cabinet which will see to 
it that he sees no more than they intend 
for him to see. 

“Poisoned by Economic Leeches.” 

“These great holders of the country’s 
wealth are themselves fed upon by 
economic leeches who sting and poison. 
But,”’ she added with a sigh almost of 
resignation, ‘“‘these leeches are victims 
of the system. In fear lest the social 
position of their wives and daughters 
or some other worldly honor may suf- 
fer, they are urged on in their ambition. 

“Even the elder Rockefeller, though 
he is the master of the system, is nev- 
ertheless a victim. He did not make 
himself what he is. There is no such 
thing as a self-made man. It is the 
system that makes him. 

“The only power that can save 
workers and undo the system is 
workers themselves. And they are 
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rupt in so far as they yield, don’t look 
and think ahead. 

“The great hope of bringing the work- 
ers to a sense of their position and re- 
sponsibility lies in the overlords going 
too far, overreaching themselves and 
forcing such uprisings as have occurred 
in Colorado. Such an uprising may 
come over the whole country. It did in 
France once, you know. We may, at 
this moment, be living upon a sleeping 
volcano.”’ 

She did not rant as she said 
things. The reputed violence of lan- 
guage that incites mobs to frenzy and 
desperate deeds was difficult to connect 
with her, who seemed the mildest-man- 
nered of elderly women. Her speech was 
calm, judicial and the sympathy of 
Mother Jones, labor organizer, seemed 
about equally divided between capita! 
and labor. And then, just when I 
thought she was voicing’ optimism, it 
was only a flash of her irrepressible 
Irish wit—and was encouraged to sug- 
gest Henry Ford as the realization of a 
compromise between labor and capital, 
she broke forth in fierce denunciation. 

“T have no use on God's earth for the 
man and his system,’ she exclaimed. 
“He makes machines of men perfects 
automatons, which become infallible at 
one infinitesimal task. He will drive 
men mad and throw them on the scrap 
heap. When he institutes a four-hour 
day there may, be hope for his work- 
ers. But meanwhile he is reaping in a 
dangerous fortune, using up men with 
all possible speed and offering the tem- 
porary palliative of a $-a-day wage.”

Private Rates Heduced. 

In addition to this the low rates of 
the municipal plant have forced conces- 
sions from the private plant, which has 
reduced its rates more than one-half. 

Manager H. H. Couzins of the mu- 
nicipal plant conducted the St. Louis 
officials over much of the system and 
explained its history in detail. He sat) 
that, although Toronto is 110 miles from 
the generating plant, during the last 15 
months there has been no interruption 
of current for more than e-half min- 
ute. The average cost to résidence con- 


| sumers is from 3% to 4 cents per kilo- 


watt hour, the rate being based on the 
amount of current used. neers 

The plant has 35,221 consumers, Man- 
ager Couzens said, and of this number 
20,000 are residence consumers. The 
cheaper service, he said, had’ caused a 
more extensive use of electricity, the 
residents of Toronto now using it ex- 
tcnsively for not only lighting, but cook- 
ing, “heating and other domestic pur- 
roses. Cheap current had also been‘ of 
great benefit to the manufacturers of 
the city, he said, many new factories 
having been opened, and old ones change 
ing from steam to electricity for power.

“As pointed out in my last note to 
you on this subject, dated April 30, the 
Government of the United States has 
considered that the only question under’ 
diseussion was the method which should 
be adopted for ascertaining the amount 
of the indemnity to be pai- under an 
admitted ability, and it vtes with 
surprise that in addition tc this ques- 
tion, the Imperial German Government 
now desires to raise some questions as 
io the meaning and effect of the treaty 
stipulations, under which it has admitted 
its Hability, 

U. 8. Censtraction of Treaty. 

“If the Government .of the United 
States correctly understands the posi- 
tion of the Imperial German Govern- 
ment as now presented, it is that the 
previsions of article 13 of the tréaty of 
1799, between the United States and 
l‘russia, which is continued in force by 
t!.e treaty of 1828, justified the command- 
er of the Prinz Eitel Friedrich in sink- 
ing the William P. Frye, although mak- 
ing the Imperial German Government 
liable for tne damages suffered in con- 
Fequence, and that inasmuch as the 
treaty provides no specific method .for 
uscertaining the amount of indemnity to 
be paid, that question must be submitted 
to the German rrize court for deter- 
mination. 
The Government 
Stetes, on the other hard, does not 
nnd in the treaty stipulations men- 
tioned any justification for the sinking 
of the Frye, and does not consider that 
the German prize court has any juris- 
diction over the question of the amount 
of indemnity to be paid by the impe- 
rial German Government, on account of 
its admitted liability for th’: destruc- 
tion of an American vessel on the high 
seas. : 
“You state in your note of the seventh 
inst. that article 13 of the above-men- 
tioned treaty of 1799 ‘expressly reserves 
to the party at war the right to stop 
the carrying of.contraband and to de- 
tain the contraband; it follows, then, 
that if it cannot .be accomplished in 
any other way, the stopping of the sup- 
ply may, in the extreme case, be ef- 
fected by the destruction of the contra- 
band and of the ship carrying it.’ 
Right to Sink Ship Denied. 
“The Government of the United 
States cannot concur in this conclusion. 
On the contrary, it holds that these 
treaty provisions do not authorize the 
destruction of a neutral vessel in any 
circumstances. By its express terms 
the treaty prohibits even the detention 
of a neutral vessel carrying contra- 
band, if the master of the vessel is will- 
ing to surrender the contraband. Ar- 
ticle 13 provides ‘in the case supposed 
of a vessel stopped for articles of 
contraband, if the master of the ves- 
sel stopped will deliver out the goods 
supposed to be of contraband nature, he 
shall be permitted to do it and the vessel 
shall not in that case be carried into 
any port, nor further detained, but shall 
be allowed to proceed on her voyage.’ 

“In this case the admitted facts show 
that pursuant to orders from the com- 
mander of the German:-cruiger, the mas- 
ter of the Frye undertook to throw 
overboard the cargo of that vessel, buy 
that before the work of delivering out 
the cargo was finished the vesse] with 
the cargo was sunk, by order of the 
German commander. 

“For these reasons, even if it be as- 
sumed as your excellency has done, 
that the cargo was contraband, your 
contention that the destruction of the 
vessel was justified by the provisions 


of the Uni‘ed 


} of article 18 does not seem to be well 


founded. 

“The Government of the United States 
has not thought it necessary in the dis- 
cussions of this case to go into the ques- 
tion of the contraband or noncontrabanud 
character of the cargo. The imperial 
German Government has admitted tha: 
this question makes no difference, so 
far as its lability for damages, is con- 
cerned. and the-result is the same, so 
far as the justification for the ainking 
of the vessel iq concerned. As shown 
above, if we assume that the cargo war 
contraband, the master of the Frve 
should have been allowed to deliver 't 
out, and the vessel should have been al- 
lowed to proceed on her voyage. 

“On the other hand, if we assume that 


‘the cargo was noncontraband, the de- 


structien either of the cargo or the ves- 
sel could not be justified in the circum- 
stances of this case under any accepted 
rule of international law. Attention 
also is called to the provisions of article 
12 of the treaty of 178 between the 
United States and Prussia, which, like 
article 13 of the treaty of 1799, was con- 


tinued in force by article 12 of the 
treaty of 1828. So tar as the provisions 
of article 12 of the treaty of 178% appiv 
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commerce of the subjects or citizens of 
the party remaining neutral with the 
belligerent subject skall not be inter- 
rupted, On the contrary, in that as in 
full peace, the vessels of the neutral 
party may navigate freely to and from 
the ports and on the coast of the bel- 
ligerent parties, free vessels making 
free goods, insomuch that all things be 
adjudged free which shall be on board 
any vessel belonging to the neutral 
party, although such things belong to 
an enemy of the other.’ 

“It geems clear to the Government 
of the United States, therefore, that 
whether the cargo of the Frye is re- 
garded as contraband or a& noncontra- 
band, the destruction of the vessel was, 
as stated in my previous communica- 
tion on this subject, a ‘violation of the 
obligation imposed upon the imperial 
German Government under” existing 
treaty stipulations between the United 
Stateg and Prussia.’ 


Diplomacy Needed to Settie Case, 


“For these reasons, the Government 
of the United States must disagree with 
the contention which it understands is 
now made by the imperial German Gov- 
ernment that an American vessel car- 
rying contraband may be destroyed 
without liability or ‘@ccountability, be- 
yond the payment of such compensa- 
tion for damages as may be fixed ‘by 
a German grize court. The issue thus 
presented arises on a disputed interpre- 
tation of treaty provisions, the settie- 
ment of which requires direct diploe- 
matic discussion between the two Gov- 
ernments,and cannot properly be based 
upon the decision of the German prize 
court, which is in no way conclusive 
or binding upon the Government ‘of the 
United States. 


“Moreover, even if no disputed ques- 
tions of treaty interpretation was in- 
volved, the admission by the imperial

“The real question between the two 
Governments is what reparation must be 
made for a breach of treaty obligations, 
and that is not a question which falls 
within the jurisdictidn of a prize court. 

“In my note on the subject, the Gov- 
ernment of the United States requested 
that full reparation be made by the 
imperial German ‘Government for the 
destruction of the William P. Frye. 
Reparation necessarily includes an in- 
demnity for the actual pecuniary loss 
sustained, and the Government of the 
United States takes this opportunity to 
assure the imperial “German Govern- 
inent that such an indemnity, if prompt- 
ly paid, will be accepted as satisfactory 
reparation, but it does not rest with a 
prige court to determine what reparc- 
tion should be made, or what frepara- 
tion would be satisfactory to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. 

Court’, Decision Not Binding. 


“Your excellency states in your note 
of June 7 that in the event the prize 
court should not grant indemnity in ac- 
cordance with the treaty requirements, 
the German Government would not hesi- 
tate to arrange for equitable indemnity, 
but it is also necéssary that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States should be 
satisfied with the amount of the indem- 
nity, and it would seem to be more 
appropriate and convenient that an ar- 
rangement for equitable indemnity 
should be agreed upon now, rather than 
later. The decision of the prize court, 
even on the question of the amount of 
indemnity to be paid, would not be binc- 
ing or conclusive on the Government of 
the United States. : 

“The Government of the United States 
dissents from the view expressed in 
your note that there will be no founda- 
tion for a claim of the American Gov- 
ernment unless the prize courts should 
not grant indemnity in accordance with 
the treaty. 

“The ciaim presented by the American 
Government is for an indemnity for a 
violation of a treaty, in distinction from 
an indemnity in accordance with the 
treaty, and therefore is a matter for ad- 
juatment by direct diplomatic discussion 
between the two Governments and is i 
mo way dependent upon the action of a 
German prize coprt. 

“For the reasons above stated, the 
Government of the United States cannot 
recognize the propriety of submitting 
the claim presented by it on behalf of 
the owners and captain of the Frye to 
the German prize court for settlement. 


Not Interested in Other Claims. 

“The Government of the United States 
is not concerned with any proceedings 
which the Imperial German Government 
may wish to take on ‘other claims of 
neutral and enemy interested parties’ 
vhich have not been presented by thé 
Government of the United States, but 
which you state in your note of June 7 
make prize court proceedings in this 
.vase indispensable, and it does not pér- 
ceive the necessity for postponing the 
gettlement of the present case pending 
the consideration of those otM@r claims 
by the prize court. 


“The Government of the United States 
irerefore suggests that the Imperial Ger- 
man Government reconsider the subject

vecause of the objections against resort- 
ings to the prize court, the Government 
cr the United States renews its former 
suggestion that an effort be made to 
rettle this claim by direct diplomatic

WORE FISHER 
WAL NOT INVITE 
DVELBSS. HEE 


Declines Offer of Latter to ae 
How Tax-Dodging Inquiry 
Can Be Conducted. 


Circuit Judge Fisher, itn charge of the 
June grand jury, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he would not invite Judge 
Frank P. Divelbiss of Richmond, Mo., 
to St. Louis to conduct a grand jury 
investigation into tax-dodging. 

Ina recent interview with a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Judge Fisher declared 
that Judge Divelbiss was a ‘“‘four-flush- 
er,’ and that he was trying to make a 
little Folk or Hadley of himself in his 
race for the governorship. Judge Divel- 
biss responded by saying that if Judge 
Fisher would invite him to St. Leuls and 
put him in charge of the grand jury he 
would demonstrate how the tax-dodgers 
could be forced to make truthful returns 
on their personal property, 

Judge Fisher said that‘he 4id not wish 
to have anything more to gay relative 
to Judge Divelbiss. Other Judges who 
have had charge of the grand jury told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that there was 
no law authorizing the bfinging of an 
outside Judge into another circuit, and 
that it could be done merely by invita- 
tion. 

Could Invite Divelbiss Here. 

The law would permit Judge Fisher, if 
he felt inelined, to invite Judge Divel- 
biss to St. Louis to take charge of the 
grand jury. But other Judges said even 
if Judge Divejbiss should come here, on 
invitation, the grand jury could, if it 
wished, ignore any instruction which he 
might give. 

Judge Divelbiss, by long-distance tele- 
phene, confirmed these views of the 
local Judges, but he said that he had 
never had a grand jury refuse to follow 
out his instructions in the matter of in- 
vestigating tax-dodging. The court could 
order an investigation of the grand jury 


for failure to carry out its instructions, 


he said. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey, who usually 
ditects the activities of the grand jury, 
has indicated that he was unwilling to 
cenduct a tax-dodging investigation. Pre- 
liminary investigations of matter pre- 
sented to the grand jury usually are 
made by the Circuit Attorney, who hears 
the statements of witnesses, and has 
subpenas issued for such witnesses as 
are necessary to lay the facts before 
the grand jury. 

The grand jury also informed Judge 
Harvey, when he: presented the question 
of tax-dedging to its members, that it 
did not wish to undertake an investi- 
gation. 

Many Commit Perjury. 

The Post-Dispatch has shown, by a 
cemparison of the inventories of estates 
with tax returns that millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of personal property escapes 
taxation in St. Louis every year be- 
cause no return is made of it to the 
Assessor. Under the law taxpayers are 
required to make returns of their per- 
sonal property to the Assessor, and to 
make oath to the truthfulness of their 
returns. 

Tt is apparent from the returns made 
to the assessor on personal property that 
many taxpayers commit perjury. For 
this they could be iddicted, prosecuted 
and punished, The experience of Judge 
Divelbiss in his district, comprised of 
Ray, Carroll and Clay counties, was 
that the indictment of some of the lead- 
ing tax-dodgers caused others to fear 
similar prosecutions and resyited in an 
increase of $6,000,000 in the personal tax 
assessments of the three counties.

The best-known machine of this type, 
the News writer remarks, is the Rus- 
sian Sikorsky biplane, which is driven 
by four 100-horsepower motors and can 
carry aloft a crew of a dozen men.

NOT RYAN! BRYAN, TAKES UP WIDENING 
B FOR BRYAN, W.J0F WASHINGTON AV 


Ex-Secretary Has Hard Time. in 
Chicago Getting His Name 
Through the Phone. 


Former Sheriff Nolte on the 
Board in Place of A. H. 
Frederick. 


CHICAGO, June 29.—William Jennings 
Bryan is in politics to stay so long as 
he lives. When in the city yesterday 
the big question was asked him. 

“Will you remain in politics, 
Bryan?” 

Then the speaker of parables spoke 
this wise, saying: 

“Once upon a time a.téenderfoot jour- 
neyed into the South on a hunting ex- 
pedition. He logt his way in the back- 
woods. Presently he came upon a cab- 
in. In front of the cabin sat an old 
man. The tenderfoot said: ‘Hello.’ The 
old man said ‘Hello.’ The tenderfoot 
said: ‘Have you lived here afl your 
life?’ The old man replied: ‘Not yet.’”’ 

Bryan hesitated a moment to observe 
the effect of the parable on his audi- 
tors, 

Then the stern look on his face slow- 
ly dissolved into the great smile, and 
he added. 

“I began taking an interest in poli- 
tics when about 12 years of age. I 
expect to sustain that interest so long 
as I live. I am not a prophet, and I 
can't tell what form that interest will 
take, but I shall ever retain a lively in- 
terest in what we term politics.”’ 
Then the Commoner amplified his gen- 
eral ambitions: 


Two Ways of ech g a Livelihood. 
“T have two means earning a live- 


lihood,”’ he said. Jne is by lecturing 
and the other by writing. I figure that 
I will have to devote about. three 
months of every year lecturing to bring 
in the income that will be requirea to 
keepsmy affairs going. s other nine 
months or tne year will be employed 
° ‘+= most part as exigencies and op- 
portunities arise. 

“4 hope soon to engage in the realiza- 

tion of an ambition formed many years 
ago before I ran for Congress the first 
time. That ambition was to return to 
the colleges and lecture to the young 
men on the duties and responsibilities 
of citizenship. I’ say, I had hoped to 
do that many, Many years ago, but 
it seems that unforeseen contingencies 
and other things intervened and caused 
it to be put off.” 
‘ Bryan smiled again. Among the “un- 
foreseen contingencies,’’ no doubt were 
his running for President on three 
memorable occasions. 

“But now,” he continued, “it seems 
that I will find the time denied me 
these many years to return to the cam- 
pus and take up the work I have had in 
mind so long.”’ 

Asked about the report that he had 
heen responsible for the Mexican policy 
of. “‘watchful waiting’ and that the 
President had disagreed with him, Bryan 
referred to the President's letter as 
showing that ‘the only friction was over 
European questions. 

“Yes, Bryan, B-r-y-a-n, W. J.” 
Then Bryan inquired if he could reach 
former Mayor Harrison. He was told 
the telephone number and immediately 
called the former Mayor’s home. 

The hotel end of the convergation was 
as follows: 

“Hello. Is this Mr. Harrison’s resi- 
pdence? Is Mr. Harrison there? He is 
in the city? When do you expect him? 
If he weturns before 6 o'clock I wish 
you would have him call Mr. Bryan at 
the Annex. 

“Yes—Bryan. The initials W. J. Yes 
—W.J. Bryan. B-r-y-a-n. W. J. Bryan 
of Lincoln, Neb. Yes—Lincoln, Neb. No, 
not Ryan, Bryan—B-r-y-a-n. Tell him 
I head hoped to see him. Tell him I 
had hoped to see him. Thank you.” 
Bryan came here to deliver an ad- 
dress before the Sons of Teutons. When 
invited it Was suggested that he speak 
on.the question of prohibiting the ex- 
port of war munitions. In accepting he 
wired that “Peace” would be his topic.

More than that, it’s only two miles 
long, so far as navigability goes, in the 
matter of rowing an eight-oared shell.

_ But the old Oakland Slew has taken 
its ce among the most famous bodies 
of ter that irrigate the fair land. 
For the crew of Leland Stanford Uni- 
versity, which learned all its rowing 
upon the slew’s unfragrant and dark 
brown surface, came within a few 
heart-breuking oar-pulls of defeating 
the pick of the clear water crews of the 
East in the annual Poughkeepsie re- 
®atta yesterday. : 

Cornell won. The crew from Ithaca, 
trained by old Pop Courtney into ma- 
chine-like precision, so that its boat ran 
as though impelled by a motor hitting 
evenly on all eight cylinders, crossed 
the imaginary, mark a mile below the 
bridge in advance of Stanford, Syracuse, 
Columbia and Pennsylvania in just that 
order. , 

But right down to the last stroke, to 
the very toppling-point of endurance, to 
the ultimate ounce of strength, the 
oarsmen who got.their training on the 
blue waters, of Lake Cayuga were pur- 
sued by the young. giants who learned, 
throuzh sheer brawn mixed with a little

Cornell Has Close Call. 


There must have been some  fear- 
stricken hearts in that Cornell boat (if 
the men could see out of their sweat- 


blinded eyes) as through the last mile 
they watched that Western shell edging 
up, foot by foot, inch by inch, until at 
the last they were only a little more 
than the length of one of those big Cali- 
fornia chaps—say eight feet—behind.

NEW YORK. June 29.—After work- 
ing all night with 20 detectives under 
him, on the mysterious death of Mrs. 
Grace Fox, who was found with 2 
stab wounds in her body in her apart- 
ment on the third floor of Beacon Hall, 
618 West 142d street, late yesterday 
afternoon, Inspector Joseph A. Faurot, 
gaid today he believed the woman had 
killed herself. Mrs. Fox was the wife 
of William H. Fox, manager of the 
Fourteenth street branch of the Nation- 
al Cash Register Co. He is a brother 
of the late Della Fox, the actress, and 
formerly lived in St. Louis. 

Faurot’s activity in the case, however, 
belied his suicide announcement. Fin- 
ger-print experts from headquarters 
went through the Fox flat and down the 
fire escape leading from it, and took 
many impressions. Men from the homi- 
cide squad searched through the neigh- 
borhood. during the night and early 
morning, questioning those employed i: 
stores and apartment houses and halt- 
ing suspicious looking. persons.

READY FOR PEACt, 
SAYS NEWSPAPER 


Cincinnati Freie Presse Declares 
She Must Be Secured 
Against Attacks. 


Special to the ost-Dispatch. 
CINCINNATI, June 29.—Commenting 


on the peace appeal of the Berlin Vor- 
waerts, the Freie Presse (German) says: 
“Germanys enemies started the pres- 


ent conflict as a war of conquest, they 


co not even trouble themselves to deny 
this fact. And having btéen forced into 
the war, the German Empire must see 
‘o it that it shall be made secure against 
any repetition. Germany is no doubt 
ready to conclude peace under this condi- 
tion at any moment. Peace without such 
wZuarantees, however. is not desired. 

“The time has not as yet come for 
such a peace. It is true, Germany and 
Ler ally have been victorious so far 
along the entire line, but the last de- 
cisive battles which will force its ene- 
mies to sue for peace are stjll to be 
fought. For this reason the Vorwaerts’ 
appeal is premature and u wise. 

“The Vorwaerts wilt s00n learn that 
the German people are not willing to 
let printer’s ink destroy what has been 
achieved by stream of German blood on 
the battle field. Germany must find 
means to surround its borders with 
such protection that no enemy, will ever 
again dare to attack her.”’ 

The Volksblatt says that for military 
reasons as well as because of its sym- 
pathetic population, Russian Courlan4 
should be annexed to Germany. The 
Volksblatt al§o favors the annexation 
cf such territory as, will make Ger- 
many’s position safe on the English 
Channel. '

SWINGS ARE STORED 


Soulard Association Also Asks 
_for More Lights and Protests 
Against Early Closing. 


A remonstrance signed by 350 mem- 
bers of the Eighth Ward Playground 


and Soulard Market Association, com- 
plaining that the swings, see-saws and 
maypole apparatus are stored in a pub- 
lic comfort station instead of being put 
in use by the recreation branch of the 
Park Department, will be presented to 
Mayor Kiel upon his return to the city. 
The petitioners also ask that more 
lights be installed and that the grounds 
be kept open for children until 10 p. m. 
instead of closing at 9 o'clock, the cur- 
few hour. 
Park Commissioner Cunliff, when 
shown a copy of the complaint petition 
today, said he would immediately order 
the swings and see-saw apparatus put 
in use and that these facilities had only 
been dismantled last summer at the 
request of boys on the Soulard play- 
ground, who said the swings interfered 
with their baseball game. 


Frames in Position. 

The iron frames supporting the swings, 
and the see-saw supports are in posi- 
tion, Cunliff said, but the apparatus 
was stored in order to keep the smaller 
children off the western portion of the 
playground. The Soulard Playground 
consists of two city, blocks between 
Seventh and Ninth, Soulard and Julia 
streets. On the eastern block there had 
been swings, see-saws and a circle 
swing called a maypole, in operation. 
Cunliff said he received only one com- 
plaint against the discontinuance of the 
swings and see-saws, and that reached 
him only last week. 

G. J. Steiner, 1627 
street, secretary of the Playground 
and Market Association, who will 
present the petition to Mayor Kiel, 
said the arrangement of the play- 
ground and its management has 
proved unsatisfactory to residents in 
many ways. There were no lights av 
the playground until a week ago, 
when the first neighbo: hood dance 
was conducted by the p *k depart- 
ment, Steiner said. An arc light was 
installed for ‘this function, and is 
still {In use,*but only one other arc 
was placed on the adjacent lot, and 
the two are not sufficient to light 
the ground, he pointed out. 

“Keep Off the Grass” Signs, 
Steiner said the ground keeper has 
posted “keep off the grass’ signs 
and has clashed with some of the 
small children who disobeyed this in- 
junction. Park Commissioner Cun- 
liff said the grass is just growing on 
the playground and children must 
keep off until it is fully developed or 
it will not thrive. 

Commissioner Cunliff said he con- 
sidered the Soulard Playground as 
well equipped and managed as the 
average among the 17 playgrounds. 
It is the largest in area, and it is 
sitiuated close to a municipal free 
swimming pool and bathhouse and a 
branch library.

U-GENT BOND FEE 


‘City Counselor Believes Diver- 
sion of Money to Relief Asso- 
ciation Is Unconstitutional. 


City Counsellor Daues was asked by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today about the 
right of the police to collect a bond fee 
of 5) cents from each person admitted 
to bail at a police station, the practice 
which was attacked Saturday by Judge 
Hogan jn City: Court No. 1 as respon- 
sible for wholesale arrests on the 
streets. He said he believed the collec- 
tion of such a fee was unconstitutional 

He said that although he had not 
given the question close study, he be- 
lHieved a decision of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court preventing the collection 
of witness fees from policemen for the 
benefit of the association applied to the 
collection of bond fees. 

The Desk Sergeant at each police sta- 
tion collects 8 cents from each person 
admitted to bail. The Missouri statutes 
authorize the collection and direct that 
the money shall go into the fund of the 
Police Relief Association. 

Diversion of Public Money. 

It is this section which the Supreme 
Court has declared unconstitutional in 
so far as it diverts public money to the 
pension fund. From the opinion of the 
Court, there seems no question of the 
right to collect the bond fee, but the fee 
appears to be public money when col- 
lected. 

The decision was rendered in a test 
case brought in 1912 by the Police Re- 
lief Association to mandamus Judge 
Kimmel to collect a fee of 50 cents for 
the attendance of each policeman who 
was a witness in his court. Judge Kim- 
mel refused to collect the witness fee on 
an opinion from the City Counsellor, 
who was William E. Baird. 

Justice Lamm of the Supreme Court, 
in upholding Judge Kimmel, said: 

“Whatever may be the public policy 
of other states under the leading 
strings of other constitutions, the public 
policy of this State up to this time is 
opposed to pensions except for firemen. 

“The remedy is a change of the Con- 
stitution and it is in vain to seek else- 
where. 

Indirect Collections Barred. 

‘What is forbidden to be done direct- 

ly may not be done indirectly or 
cbliquely. If, then, the effect of the leg- 
islation in question is to create a pen- 
sion fund cut of the common chest and 
thereby grant pensions out of the public 
funds to policemen, the statutes ques- 
tioned cannot be held a constitutional 
exercise of legislative power in that 
regard.”’ 
City Counselor Daues said that he fully 
believed that the same rule would apply 
to the collection of the fees for bonds. 
He said that as the amount in each case 
was only &©) cents, it was improbable 
that any individual would eVer question 
it in the courts, but that it is within the 
power of the Mayor to question the 
right of the Police Relief Association to 
funds belonging to the city. 

He said that under his office the May- 
or properly could direct the City Coun- 
selor to institute proceedings to require 
the payment of the bond fees into the 
city treasury instead of into the Police 
Relief Association fund. 

Judge Hogan’, Criticism. . 

The controversy over the. bond fee 
arose as a result of Judge Hogan’s re- 
marks Saturday after the releasing of 
women arrested by the police. He told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter how every 
night droves of women were arrested 
and that the police. did not present evi- 
dence in court against them. As a re- 
sult of this failure, he said, he was re- 
quired to release them. He expressed 
the opinion that the arrests were due to 
a desire to increase the relief association 
fund by the 50-cent bond fee paid by 
nerriv every woman to avoid remaining 
in jail over night. 

The fund is used to pay death bene- 
fits to policemen and to pay sick and 
accident benefits. Under the rules of the 
Police Department, every policeman 's 
required to join the association and to 
pay 580 cents a month dues. The fund 
is augmented by money derived from 
benefit entertainments, from a percent- 
age of all rewards received by police- 


men and from the fees for bonds. 

In 1914 the association received $6147.50 
from bond fees; in 1913, $6292, and in 
1912, $4685.50.

MEXICAN SPOILSMEN. 
The hint that back of the Huerta plotters are 
American interests seeking advantage in the ex- 
isting Mexican turmoil suggests the clew to the 
woes of Mexico. 
Concessions and privileges are at the bottom of 
the Mexican troubles. Diaz enriched himself and 
his friends by concessions. Mexican resources in 
land and minerals were divided as spoils among 
the highest bidders‘for the favor of the President, 
who wielded unlimited power. The people were 
ground to death under the feet of the men who 
exploited the country. 
Madero represented a genuine revolt against 
intolerable spoliation and oppression. Whether 
his Government was in turn the instrument of 
the spoilsmen is of little consequence, because his 
death was the signal for a general assault of 
greedy factions for control. Each leader of a 
faction is supported by hungry concessionaires, 
and. each one is a figurehead for interests, Ameri- 
can or European, struggling for power and the 
spoils that go with power. The money and the 
munitions come from the supporting interests. 
It is thi¢ element in the Mexican situation 
that makes the task of the Washington admin- 
istration so difficult. It taints the Mexican at- 
mosphere. So many Americans in Mexico ate 
mere spoilsmen that American testimony as to 
Mexican conditions is untrustworthy. False re- 
ports are sent out. Stories of outrages are created 
or grossly exaggerated. Strenuous efforts backed 
by ample means are made to mislead the admin- 
istration. To avoid playing into the hands of 
intérested corporations the greatest caution is 
necessary. 
Undoubtedly it is in the hope that Mexicans 
capable of intelligent action will repudiate the 
whole brood of conspirators and get together for 
law and order that the President has refrained 
s0 long from action. Whatever we may do is for 
the benefit of the Mexican people and it is highly 
desirable that they take the initiative. If they 
are not ready to be saved their salvation is a 
difficult job. 
Evidence of the manufacture of reports of out- 
rages on Americans and of the sufferings of na- 
tive Mexicans has eased the crisis. It gives time 
for further “watchful waiting’’ and pacific pres- 
sure. 
The Huerta plot suggests the wisdom of going 


=> |deeper into American connections with the revo- 


lutionist factions. Investigation might unearth 
other plots and bring to light the sources of sup- 
ply upon whieh the Mexican factions rely. It 
might discover threads which could lead to the 
core of the trouble.

Germany has caught, several 
hundred thousand of them since the war began 
and would willingly double the humber, so well 
satisfied is she with the results. 
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UNSCREENED FRUIT. 
Cherries, which Shakspeare, in “lidsummer 
Night’s Dream,” called “lovely berries,’’ have been 
in the market for some time, and just now there 
are.some very fine lots of the big, black Morello 
variety. 
But it is reasonable to suppose that St. Louis- 
ans have used these and other kinds of small 
fruits more sparingly than they might have done, 
because, the screening law not being enforced, 
flies have had access to the fruit. 
If fruit sellers would believe, as the fact is, that 
all educated persons nowadays are getting fastid- 
ious as to fruits and other articles of diet because 
they KNOW that flies carry disease germs as well 
as filth, all fruit would he screened, without any 
need of an ordinance to that effect.

It was built to the public’s 
order. Every citizen, every taxpayer, has a pro- 
prietary {mterest in it; furthermore, a constitu- 
tional right to participate in the enjoyments and 
privileges which the jail affords. 

From an external point of view the new struc- 
ture is undenfably attractive. Its accommoda- 
tions are said to be ample. Although our rule is 
First In Everything, we have no special curiosity 
about the internal arrangements, but will take the 
word of our enterprising contemporaries for the 
inside point of view and the intimate details. 
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AN UNSOCRIPTURAL OLEAN-UP. 

- It is proposed to pass an ordinance to compel 
the‘lame, the halt and the blind to go into the 
city infirmary and stay there. This, because, it 
iw eald, there are among that element certain 
able-bodied ‘beggars who frighten citizens into 
giving unwilling alms. 

This is a word for the really lame, halt and 
blind. They are frequently named in the Scrip- 
tures, and are always cited as causes of bless: 
ings to be bestowed upon those who take pity 
upon them. They are never held to blame be 
cause of fake beggars. And there is only one 
instancé.where they were described as forcibly 
haled into a place where they may not havé 
wished to go.

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A FINE JUDICIAL TARGET. 

We have not favored the judicial recall, yet 
there are times when’ it would serve, in the 
words of President Wilson descriptive of di- 
rect legislation, as a handy “gun behind the 
door.” 

For instance, there is Judge Clark of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, whose handling 
of the Kuhs case was a monument of unjudicial 
proceedings; what a fine target for the recall 
gun! His retirement would be a signal service 
to the bench and the community. 
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HAWAIIAN SUGAR DUTY BUNE. 

Summarizing the magnitude of the sugar indus- 
try in Hawaii, the Honolulu Commercial Adver- 
tiser says that “if sugar goes and remains on the 
free list, this business will be biotted out.” 

One of its astounding statements is that Hawali 
is not naturally sugar-producing territory like 
Cuba and Java, the Hawaiian industry being 
forced. The handicaps inventoried are these: Un- 
fertile land requiring an expenditure of $39 an 
acre for fertilizers; dry climate and cost of irri- 
gation necessitating the use of more water a day 
than could be discharged through New York’s 
new 700,000,000-gallon aqueduct; shortage in 
labor; ‘ 
ships of American registry; long term required 
for maturing the crops; necessity for renewing 
cuttings every third year; insect pests. 

In attributing the triumph over all these handi- 
cups to the magic of high protection, which has 
enabled 45 different sugar plaritations to be estab- 
lished, most of them of huge acreage and oper- 
+ by powerful stock,companies, the paper 

oves too much. How protection has diminished 
the incentive for efficiency is shown by the fact 
that some plantations made a profit of $17.56 a 
ton two years ago, while others made as low as 
$2, and six are alleged to have lost monéy. 

The final remnant of protection on sugar will 
disappear on March 1 next and if the war con- 
tinues until that date the Commercial Advertiser 
will have no cause for worrying. It strikes a falsc 
note with its pessimism under existing conditions 
If Hawaii is not natura] sugar-territory, what 
country can be said to contain natural sugar ter- 
ritory? Cuba and Java probably would have nc 
diffic itlty in proving the great inferiority of thei 
own advantages to Hawali’s if it would help in 
establishing a tax on sugar consumers for the 
benefit of sugar producers.
